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WOMAN RAZOR SHARPENER. 


She Hones 10,000 a Year and Makes 
a Good Living at It. 

A woman in Kansas City makes a 
living, and a good one, too, by honing 
fazors, Shé is the only woman razor 
sharpener in this city. She declares 
she is the only one In this country. 
She sits at a window in a little shop 
with her hones upon a low stand beside 
her and works. She sharpens between 
fifteen and thirty razors each day, She 
gets 26 cents apiece. The day she 
sharpens thirty razors she makes $7.50. 
If she sharpens twenty razors she 
makes $5 for the day's work. 

She uses two hones, a “hickory” hone 
to cut the razor down fast and an lu 
ported German water hone with which 
to put on the finishing touches, 

“How do you know when the razor is 
Just right?’ she was asked, 

“Well, sir,” she answered, “a man 
went one time to a great painter and 
asked him how he mixed his colors, and 
he told him, ‘With brains’ I might 
make you the same answer. It takes 
brains in this business as well ns in 
any other, And I've been doing it for 
eleven years too. You hone up fifteen 
to thirty razors a day for eleven years, 
that’s, let's see—that’s something like 
10,000 razors a year—that’s something 
like 110,000 razors in eleven years—you 
do that, and I guess you'll know some 
thing about it if you've got brains 
enough to go in out of the wet, 

“Then look at that thumb nail of 
mine.” She showed a nail all lined 
with razor cuts. 

“That's one way 1 tell. 1 try its edge 
on my thumb nail, 1 can tell in a jiffy 
by that.”

Vashion the pleces 
Into a wide, shallow trough, tapering at 
one end to about four inches, Set this 
trough on three legs, two under the 
wide end and one under the narrow 
end, strengthened by an extra plece un 
derneath to ft them Into. 

Make a roller out of a plece of the 
wood four laches equare and one foot 
longer than the trough or body of work- 
er, A very good length for a medium 
sized dairy would be thirty inches for 


the body part and four inches for the | 


roller, Cut with a fine tooth saw one 
Inch deep on each side of the atick 
at a point twelve inches from one end. 
This extra twelve inches !# for a han- 
die and should be dressed down round 
and amooth to about two Inches, so 
that !t Is easy to grasp by the operator. 
The remaining three feet must be made 
tapering, the small end (that opposite 
the handle) being not more than an 
inch In diameter, Dress the wood 
square, then cut off the four corners to 
make It octagon tn shape 

In the narrow end of the trough 
drive an ordinary tron staple and in 
the small end of the roller a short, 
heavy cut fron nall—not a wire nail, 
which would be likely to bend. The 
nall should project about an Inch, This 


fits into the staple, holding the roller | 


in place, and completes about as effec 
tive a butter worker as any one need 
ask for,

Jast Before Milking, 

There are two very practical meth 

ods of reducing the amount of halr, 


dust and filth that ordinarily falls into | 


the milk. By giving the danke of the 
animal and the udder a good washing 
and then wiping dry Just before milk- 
ing; the other, and probably the most 
satisfactory method, is to wipe the ud- 
der and adjacent parta with a damp 
cloth, 
Stable Bacteria. 

At Cornell Agricultural college some 
of the trained scientific men engaged 
there undertook the study of stable 
bacteria and how fast they will multt- 
ply. A hatr from a cow's flank was 
put Into 600 cuble centimeters of steril- 
ined milk, After shaking it for a 
minute there were fifty-two bacteria 
per cuble centimeter; after twenty-four 
hours it contained 55,000 per cuble 
centimeter, A cuble centimeter of milk 
is a very small quantity, only a few 
drops, and ts expressed in abreviation 
by the lettera ©, C, Another expert. 
ment was made in which a plece of 
hay taken from the stable floor about 
two Inches long was placed in 500 cubte 
centimeters of sterilized milk, The milk 
was shaken one minute and then coa- 
talned 8,025; after twenty-four hours ft 
contained 8,412,000 bacteria per cuble 
centimeter, Now, It ts these bacteria 
of the destructive kind, says Hoard's 
Dairyman, that destroy the quality in 
milk. cream, butter end eheese,

Farmers and Poultry, 

The farmer has a real grievance 
against the poultry fancier In that he 
has done all of his crossing and In- 
breeding of fathers, daughters, uncles 
and aunts without any regard to prac- 
tical utility, says Farming, Whether 
the bens from which he has been 
breeling were producing sixty eggs a 
year or 200 made no difference, His 
whole alm has been to breed out a foul 
filght feather or two or to create a bet- 
ter comb or eyes of a better tint ata 
sacrifice of everything else, The re- 
sult is that when a farmer goes Into 
the market to buy thoroughbreds with 
his money in bis pocket ready and will- 
ing to pay for the best stock he not on- 
ly often pays for qualities he does not 
need, but actually pays a premium for 
something that has been obtained at a 
sacrifice of the very qualities which he 
does need, There are a few men, how- 
ever, raising thoroughbred stock that 
is “bred to lay” or to meet certain mar- 
ket demands, and those are the men 
that should be patronized,

demontam of Noise, Sand and Dust. 


Every one who has visited Seistan or 
written about Seistan has mentioned 
its celebrated wind, called the “bad-1- 
sad-o-bist ros,” or wind of 120 days, 
which blows In the summer, Few of 
these have bad the misfortune to ex- 
perience It, bet as we went through 
two,seasons of this wind we are able 
to say something about It. It more 
than justifies its reputation. It sets in 
at the end of May or the middle of 
June and blows with appalling vio- 
lence and with little or no cessation til 
about the end of September, It always 
biows from one direction, a little west 
of north, and reaches a velocity of 
more than seventy miles an hour, It 
creates a pandemonium of noise, sand 
and dust aud for a time gets on one’s 
nerves, but It Is In reality a blessing in 
disguise, for it blows away the Insects 
which from April to June make life in 
Seistan a perfect purgatory, mitigates 
the awful summer beat and clears the 
country of typhus, smallpox and other 
diseases rife tn the country In May and 
June, One would think this 120 day 
wind enough, but violent winds prevail 
all through the winter from December 
to April, and bilzzards are of constant 
occurrence, These winds always come 
from the same direction, The winter 
blizzards are terrible, and the wind at- 
tains a terrific velocity. In a bilesard 
at the end of March the anemometers 
registered a maximum of 120 miles an 
hour, The average velocity for a whole 
sixteen hours was more than elghty- 
eight miles an hour. 

The extraordinary frequency and vio- 
lence of the Seistan wind and the reg- 
ularity with which It blows from the 
same quarter are very remarkable. 
That it hes blown from the same quar. 
ter In past ages is proved by the fact 
that all the rulos of Selstan are built 
at the same angle, with their front and 


| 


wind and their side walle at the sawe 
angle as the wind. 
with such violence and frequeuy 
without leaving Its mark on the eoun- 
try. Its effects are everywhere visi te 
in Selstan. Everything looks wind 
swept and wind stricken, Over the 


tree exists, 

The present villages and habitations 
are all bullt with thelr backs present 
ing lines of dead walls on the wind- 
ward side. The old ruins are oriented 
at exactly the same angle on account 
of the wind. The effect of wind ts ev- 
erywhere visible on these ruins, Their 
bases are undercut by wind as though 
by water action. The thickness of the 
walls, the excellent quality of the 
burned bricks made and used by the 
ancient Inhabitants for the lower 
courses of their buildings and the ex- 
treme hardness and durability of the 
Belatan soll when made into the sun 
dried bricks of which the upper por- 
tlons of the ruins are composed, have 
withstood the destructive effect of the 
wind io a wonderful manner, but fn 
the older ruins we often Ond that the 
walls facing the wind have entirely 
disappeared, and only the aide walls re- 
main, while in still older ruins only 
one or two solitary pinnacles remain to 
mark what were once large, massive 
and extensive bulldings, 

The wind has buried large tracts of 
the country under sand, Many of the 
old ruined towns are wholly or partly 
buried In sand, and this burying process 
goon on all the year and every year and 
la covering up not only valuable lands, 
Dut tnbabited villages, In Belstan, as 
| elsewhere, the Invading army of sand 
| ie preceeded by lines of skirmishers tn 
the form of traveling “burkhans,” 
horseshoe shaped sand hill, which 
| steadily advance until they meet some 
obstacle which retards them until the 
| reserves come up to thelr support and 
bury all before them under hill of sand, 

On our arrival to Belstan we found 
Kilatnau, a big and flourishing village, 
| bullt on the south elde of a high ridge 
| for protection from the wind, Before 
}we left the sand had attacked that 
ridge, surmounted it and buried the 
| village, forelug the Inhabitants to butld 
js new village elsewhere, An example 
of still greater rapidity was afforded 
at the village of Kilatkobna, Up to 
| June, 1004, this village had a large, 
deep pond on Ite northern sida, By 

September—that ts, less than three 
'months—this deep pond was converted 
Into a sand bill some ten feet bigh, 

The wind, however, did not confine 
ite energy to burying only, While it 
covers some tracts deep In sand, It also 
| sweeps other tracts clear of sand, ren- 

dering valuable land avallable for cul- 
tivation and exposing long buried ruins 
once more to view, These are, how- 
ever, only the milder effecta of wind 
action, The Belstan wind tn its more 
destructive moods bas in places re 
moved not only sand from place to 
place, but has scoureé away the whole 
face of the country, Everywhere we 
find the sides and banks of the canals 
which Irrigated the lands on which the 
| dwellers of the old ruins depended left 
standing like walls bigh above the pres. 
ent surface of the surrounding land, 
, These banks, having been hardened by 
water, have withstood the action of the 
, wind better than the surface of the 
land, which bas all been blown away 
to a depth of several feet, Thia depth 
In places Is very considerable, and we 
find the outlines exposed of atill older 
canals which existed at some yet ear- 
lier age and which must have been 
buried deep tn the ground when the 
canals above them, old as they are, 
were In use,

SILAGE FOR SHEEP. 


How it le Used. 

A sheep grower of Indiana has the 
followirg to say in the Indiana Farm 
@ in regard to the use of silage: 

“Bome sheep growers are enthusi- 
astic in their praises of corn silage as 
@ food for sheep. On the other hand, a 
large number do not think so well of 
it. All those who bave tried it have 
agreed with reference to the wisdom of 
feeding a moderate quantity to the 
flock when the silage nas been prop- 
erly cured. On the other hand, quite 
@ number have found trouble when 
feeding it in large quantities, On the 
whole, it is not to be considered as sat- 
isfactory food for sheep as field roots, 


, since, more especially when there is 
| much corn in the silage, it has a 
| tendency to produce a heated condl- 


tion of the system, which with breed 
ing ewes is not desirable, It is not 
well perhaps to feed corn silage to a 
breeding flock more than once a day, 
and when so fed the aim should be to 
give them clover bay or alfaifa at 
least once a day in order to produce a 
proper balance in the ration. In cold 
weather it is probably wiser to feed 
the si at noon than morning or 
night. @xposed to such weather 
for only a few minutes the tempera- 
ture as cool as is frequently found to 
sheep sheds will freeze more or less, 
or If It does not freeze it becomes very 
cold. For this reason it Is better to 


feed it in the middie of the day in) 


cold weather, for at that time the tem- 
perature is usually many degrees 
warmer than in the morning or even: 
ing. It ts not common to feed more 
than two to four pounds of silage per 
head per day to sheep, but some farm- 
ets who grow winter lambs feed as 
much as that twice a day, more espe. 
elally after the lambs have been born. 
A great advantage of silage as a food 
for sheep consists in its cheapness. it 
furnishes the cheapest food that may 

fed to them, and when properly fed

THE HORSEMAN 


| It le harder to keep horses than it is 
to keep cattle or abeep. They are more 
active and restless and demand more 
attention. They must be watched con- 
tinually and if one gets out of condi- 
tion or if he does not seem to be keep- 
ing step with the others he should be 
separated from them, put away by 
himeelf for awhile and given some 
other food and care, 
He Carefal In Feeding. 

Too much food at a meal or too 
long abstinence between meals, fol 
lowed by voracious feedings, Is con- 
ducive t colle and indigestion. Ir 
regularly fed, he is given to showing 
his impatience by betting his hoofs play 
about the woodwork of bis stall. Giv- 
ing “cefresbers” at odd times is also 
bad. Remember that both stomach 
and bladder should never be loaded in 
work time, whether light or beavy 
work Is done. A horse, therefore, 
should not be ridden or driven immedi- 
ately after a meal on the same prin- 
ciple that it ought not to be fed sooner 
than balf an hour after work Is over, 

Working the Mare In Foal. 

The question is often asked if a mare 
in foal should be worked. Dr, Smead, 
the well known veterinarian, writes: 
“1 might say most mares are better to 
be regularly used at moderately slow 
work than to remain idle, yet there are 
exceptions to this rule) When a mare 
becomes heavy and clumsy there is 
danger in working her. In every case 
use her with whiffletrees long enough 
to prevent the traces squeezing ber 
aides, Never use ber at labor when 
she bas used all ber strength in start- 
| ing the load, All yanking or jerk- 
| log must be avoided. Always keep ber 
shod, #o as to prevent slipping. This ls 
all important. Common bauling of 
manure, logs or other loads will do no 

harm; neither will ordinary plowing. 
Dolng much work on a barrow travel- 
ing over plowed ground Is dangerous 
and tiresome, Avold it as much as pos- 
sible, and also avold using on the drill, 
as it is a yanking plece of machinery, 
The tongue ts lable to strike the side 
of the mare aod do serious damage,

Bhake the bay well out before feed- 
| ing. 

Do not compel borses to drink warm 
water, 

No farmer makes money raising in- 
ferlor horses, 

Take the dirt off the legs with a rag 
or soft brush rather thas with the 
currycomb, 

The farmer who has his surplus capl- 
tal Invested In good horses has a draft 
which he can draw at any time, 

Get rid of the surplus borses that are 
not growing Into money, There is no 
advantage in keeping enough extra 


The origin of many diseases among 
horses can be traced directly to Olthy 
stables, It ls, therefore, good economy 
to keep the stables scrupulously clean, 

It is not good policy to force the 
growth of colts by giving them stimu- 
lating foods and overfeeding them, The 
overgrown horse is seldom a durable 
one, 
| While horses may galn flesh by being 

cooped up closely in the stables, they 

gain In strength, The flesh thus gained 
is too often a detriment to their use- 
fulness, 
| The temperature of water for horses 
| is not so much an object as the purity 
of it, While it is best to have the wa- 
| ter cool, it is more important to have 
it free from all impurities, 

To keep the feet in good condition, 
the shoes should be removed once ev- 
ery six months or oftener, The rulna- 
tion of many horses’ feet can be laid to 
the carelessness or penuriousness of 
the owner in not getting the shoes re

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Monster Spider Crabs, 

“1 have collected specimens of crabs 
‘nn all parts of the world,” sald a nat- 
uralist, “but I shall never forget the 
pleasure I experienced in securing a 
monstrous specimen of the Japanese 
npider crab, the largest ever found, 
The combined length of the feeding 
aris of this monster was more than 
twelve feet, while the body portion 
was about twenty Inches across, When 
alive, it weighed about seventy-five 
pounds, One of the oddest things 
about these creatures Is their ability 
to assume a disguise. This feat they 
are able to perform owing to the flext- 
bility of their pinchers and to the 
hooked hairs and spines with which 
their numerous arms are studded. By 
means of theli pinchers they tear off 
small fragments of sponges and sea- 
weeds. After first putting these to 
their months, which contain a glutinous 
saliva, they place them on the sur- 
face of their limbs and bodies by 
sticking them fast with a rubbing 
movement. By thio method the crab 
nucceeds in completely changing its 
appearance and rendering itself indie 
tinguishable from the materials com- 
mon to the bottom of the sea. While 
crawling along It seems as though a 
portion of the ocean bed was in mo 
tion, #0 close Is the resemblance.” 


Forests of Stone. 

Btone forests are found in various 
parts of the world. In many cases 
they are hardened by some peculiarity 
of the atmosphere and are found stand. 
ing just as they were when clothed 
with green foliage thousands of years 
ago. The Little Colorado river, in Ari- 
fona, bas long been famous as a local- 
ity for such finds, At one place more 
than 1,600 cords of solid stone, tree 
trunks, sections, limbs and logs, were 
found by the government surveyors, 
Most of them were silicifed, many 
seven to ten feet in diameter and from 
twenty to eighty feet in height. Geot- 
ogists way that the petrified trees of 
the Little Colorado were once covered 
with marl over 1,000 feet in depth.
